An unpublished letter from Mr. 


R. M. T. Hunter, a Virginia sena- 
tor, gives some interesting facts con- 
cerning Mr. Calhoun'slaet moments, 
and the views at that time of the 
outhern magnates. 
"Mr. Cal- 


icun's death," wrote Mr. Hauler, 
'was eminently simple, calm and 
unaffected—no display or preten- 
sion, nothing for stage eflect. 
He 


tnew that his mortal sickness was 
upon him, but he did not eipcct to 
lie so soon. The evening before 
us dtath he had his mail read to 
:iim, commented upon some of tbe 
letters, and directed his son lo clear 
up his table, «s was his wont every 
night. In the night, when he was 
dying, he directed his son U> pack 
up his papers and watch, and to 
f 


ive his pencil to his son Andrew. 
Then speech left him he still 


showed consciousness by signs; and, 
beckoning to his son, squeezed his 
hand and expired, without pain and 
without fear. He had always said 
to me previously and to others dur- 
ing his sickness that he had no ap- 
prehensions of death; that it was an 
event in relation to which he felt 
that he had no right to entertain a 
wish. He was a man of few quota- 
tions, but one which he often used 
to me was that there was 'the same 
Providence on the fatal as the natal 
hour.' He was net consulted as to 
his birth, nor did he believe that 
his wishes ought to weigh or even 
exist as to his death; such I suppose 
to have been his meaning. He had 
a greater faith in his abstractions, 
one and all, than any other man I 
ever saw, and this was his abstrac- 
tion (as I think) about death." 


"But," Mr. Hunter went on to 


say, "you must not whisper it to 
anyone; I believe that he died un- 
der the firm impression that the 
south was 'betrayed' and gone. 
In- 


deed, ha told me it was ^betrayed' 
t te last lime I ever saw him. 
Do 


not mention this, however. One of 
the last things he ever said to Judge 
Butler was, 'Don't despond, judge; 
never despond!' And if we mean 
to fight the battle we must not de- 
spond; or, if we do, we must not let 
the people see it until all is mani- 
festly useless. 
Clay's course and 


Foote's eternal talk about compro- 
mise have done more to let down 
the tone of southern feeling than 
everything else put together. Had 
Clay not taken the course he did, 
and had Foote and every southern 
man foi borne to press compromises 
«ni thiM- who talked of nothing of 
dip soil ilictuselvis, we might have 
gotten. I think, a fair compromise; 
-jv tiie liiitf ol W.-JO through to the 
Pacific, with a recognition ol slavery 
south ol that Hue. Such, tit h-aM, 
is inv opinion. Buchanan would 
nave 'men wi'liiiy to agree to this, J 
believe, mid J think I know others 
in the north \\ho\\ouhl have agreed 
to the tame. The north would not 
have 'c-veied the union sooner than 
submit to such a proposition." 


Mr. Calhoini's death 
elicited 


glowing eulogies in both houses of 
congre^-, but the most imprehsive 
was that of Henry Clay. Evident- 
ly staixling on tin1 brink of his own 
gravv, lie went on to say, "I was 
his senior, Mr. President, in years 
—nothing el-e. According to the 
cours-e of luture, I ought to have 
preceded him. It has been decreed 
otherwi-e; but I know that 1 shall 
linger here only a short time, and 
shall sot-n follow him."
